The Power of Darkness- York 9/29. 3 pros- Times, 
Journal American, World Telegram & Sun- and2 cons- 
Herald Tribune, Post- filed on revival of Leo Tolstoy's 
drama presented by Jan Murray-Peter Marx-Ellen Madi- | 
son, Staged by Wynn Handman, adapted by Barbara Hand- 
man with Vladimir Sokoloff in the leading role. All aisle- 
sitters agreed the Russian play was fascinating, stark real- 
istic drama, the difference of opinion was on how well the 
current production handled the assignment. Affirmative re- 
viewers varied widely. Atkinson, Times, marked it as well- 
produced with a good deal of elemental strength that makes 
it thoroughly engrossing. If the actors speak less artfully 
it ought to be most overwhelming, McClain, Journal Am- 
erican, approved the heady stuff with fine performances by 
Sokoloff, Nancy R Pollock, Louis Antonio, Vincent Gardenia 
for customers with an adult and realistic attitude toward 
human behavior. Aston, WTS, recommended it for those 
who really believe in the theatre, though warned it requires 
strong stomachs in the audience. Negative voters felt the 
cast was uneven and unconvincing. Kerr, Herald Tribune, 
admitted cast was composed of reasonably talented people, 
but they seem like nice folk acting at being Russian peasants. 
While Watts, Post, fears excellence of Sokoloff only serves 
to emphasize the lack of credibility of the others. 


The Confederates - Theatre Marquee 9/28. 3 pros- 
Post, Journal American, World Telegram& Sun- and 2 
cons- Times, Herald Tribune- filed on new play by Vina 
Delmar based on her novel "Beloved", produced by Gray 
Delmar -Paul Davis, staged by Gray Delmar with Will 
Kuluva , Alfred Sandor, Tani Seitz. Pro side thought story 
of Civil War cabinet members interesting and well acted, 
while con side thought script lacked most theatre elements. 
Herridge, Post, okayed it as an absorbing play , staged at 
the proper leisuring pace with an excellent performance by 
Kuluva, and lesser portraits by the others. McClain, Journal 
American, marked it as a generally successful attempt at a 
vast canvas that after a slow start becomes fascinating. He 
added that Kuluva's portrayal was one of the best perform- 
ances seen off Broadway in many a month. Aston, WTS, 
applauded it as a thoughtfully told, beautifully acted product- 
ion, Dissenter Calta, Times, could find disconnected play 
neither interesting or fascinating with a cast not resource- 
ful enough to overcome shortcomings of a dull script.Christ, 
Herald Tribune, panned it as a slow moving doctoral dis- 
sertation on JeffersonDavis, amazing solely for complete 
lack of any Southern accent in any cast member, 


Lend an Ear- Renata -9/24. 6 pro- and 1 con-Herald 
Tribune- fled on revival of 1948 revue presented by Jenny 
Lou Law-Stephan Slane with lyrics, music and sketches by 
Charles Gaynor, staged by Jenny Lou Law with Law, Al 
Checco, Charles Nelson Reilly, June Squibb. Sole negative 
notice from Christ, Herald Tribune, who thought material 
was too familiar and cast adequate instead of bright and 
talented, she also panned dancing staged by Bill Hooks as 
unimaginative and repetitive. But majority disagreed, 
Atkinson, Times, listed it as a shrewd and entertaining mid- 
get carnival with the material and point of view still apt, 
the satire gay in spirit. He only hoped the director lowered 
the volume a bit. Gilbert, Mirror, admired the bloom on the 
ten year old show, with the famed "The Gladiola Girl" his 
favorite. McHarry, News, okayed warm, ingenious show 
filled with talented young people, and he does not see how 
the original with Carol Channing and Yvomne Adair could 
have been any more pleasing.

Though "reason why" copy has yet to come to theatre 
display ads which continue, in the main, to rely on slightly 
prejudiced quotes from selected critics, the reviewers them- 
selves have become subject to "reason why" invitations in 
judging which of two Off Broadway openings to cover. This 
thoughtful approach seems wasted on the aisle-sitters, who 
by the nature of their jobs, have to cover all shows, sooner 
or later. The same approach telling why theatre fans should 
be interested in a particular production because of its cast, 
author, producer, director, etc, might just sell more tickets 
than a hoked up "quote" ad, each indistinguishable from the 
next if the play titles became confused,
